Tax Rate 


Setting 
Delayed 


Failure of the state legislature 
to pass Gov. Sargent’s tax plan 
Tuesday, has further delayed set- 
ting of the Andover tax rate. 

Assessor William H. Russell 
reported this week that his boardis 
awaiting state action on a tax 
plan before establishing the 1971 
levy for the town. 

The town was one of the few 
in the Commonwealth to have had 
a decrease in cherry sheet figures 
this year. The annual accounting 
of state andcounty receipts and 
disbursements showed Andover 
with an increased cost of over 
$159,000 as compared to a year 
ago. This represents about $1 
of the tax rate -- unanticipated 
at the annual town meeting. 

Russell stated at the time the 
cherry sheet was received that 
the board would wait action of the 
legislature on a tax plan before 
establishing the new rate. 

State authorities have informed 
local boards that if and when a 
new tax package is approved, then 
notification will be given as to 
what receipts communities may 
receive. 

The assessor said that probably 
the board would have to take action 
by the end of the month, should

result in increased traffic, not 
only of employees, but of service 
vehicles, 

Construction of a road would 
ke costly, particularly if the road 
was to be built to connect with 
existing roads leading to Route 
93. It would require spanning 
railroad tracks and the Shawsheen 
River, the manager said. 

Streets in the Pallardvale and 
Lowell Junction areas are not 
built to handle heavy traffic that 
can be expected, the manager 
pointed out, indicating that it would 
appear that most traffic from the 
industrial area would be going ina 
northerly direction, or tothe ’Vale 
and junction areas. 

He felt the time to realistically 
approach the problem was now, 
working with the planning board 
and industrial committee.

Anniversary 


The historic Stevens-Coolidge 
Place on Andover St. celebrates its 
ninth year in 1971 as a museum 
of the decorative arts and an 
example of rural life in early 
20th century America. 

The gardens, a highlight of 
the property, are bright withcolor. 
Emerald green lawns form aback- 
drop for delicate French lilac, 
bright red peonies, pink roses and 
geraniums. Huge willows spread 
their weeping branches by the 
greenhouse and a magnificent 
silver maple catches the sunlight 
on its soft green leaves. 

Part of an original grant from 
the Massachusetts Pay Colony to 
John Stevens in 1945, the Stevens- 
Coolidge Place celebrates a proud 
tradition of eight generations of 
family owner ship. 

Today it combines the rural 
charm of a New England farm with 
the formality and comfort of 
modern country living. On its 
89 acres, sweeping green lawns 
blend into rich pasture land. 
Flowering dogwood shade a sun- 
warmed garden of fuchsia, 
agapanthus and climbing roses 
enclosed with granite walls. 
Colorful perennials blend gaily 
with thyme, marjoram and other 
herbs. And opposite the kitchen 
garden, a serpentine wall shelters 
an exquisite display of ornamental 
parterre while tall Alberta spruce 
stand like sentries at its gates. 
Mixed hardwoods - sugar maples, 
shag bark hickory, and oak - many 
planted as much as 150 years 
ago, fringe the field areas which 
total some 40 acres. A portion 
of the land is still farmed. 


‘“‘The Home Place,’’ or main 
house, is a handsome brick struc- 
ture, restored in Colonial Revival 
style, an elegant example of the 
decorative arts of the first quarter 
of the twentieth century. The 
original portion of the house was 
constructed around 1800. In the 
1820s and 1830s the structure 
served as a Tavern, welcoming 
travellers from all parts of Essex 
County. Inside, ‘‘The Home 
Place’? is _ filled with fine 
examples of china, Waterford 
crystal and American antiques. 

The property was the home of 
the Honorable and Mrs. John G. 
Coolidge. Mrs. Coolidge, the 
former Helen S. Stevens, lived in 
‘“‘The Home Place’’ until 1962. 
Mr. Coolidge, born in 1863, was 
an author and a diplomat who 
served his country withdistinction 
for many years in China, as Sec- 
retary of the U.S. Embassy in 
Mexico and as U.S. Minister to 
Nicaragua. 

Gardens will be open through 
Oct. 12 without charge. Closed 
on Monday. Hours are 2 p.m. to 
5:30 p.m. House open through- 
out the year on Sunday only and 
hours are 1 p.m. to 5 p.m. House 
may be opened by appointment 
Monday through Saturday. Ap-

The Bureau of the Census will 
conduct a survey of employment 
and unemployment in this area 
during the week of July 19, James 
W. Turbitt, Director. of the Bu- 
reau’s regional office in Poston 
announced today. 

This survey is conducted month- 
ly by the Pureau for the U.S, 
Department of Labor in a 
scientifically designed sample of 
households throughout the entire 
United States. The employment 
and unemployment statistics which

continuing. measure of the 
economic health of the Nation. 

For example, in May the survey 
indicated that there were 84.1 
million men and women in the 
civilian labor force; 6.2 percent 
were out of work as compared with 
6.1 percent of the 83.8 million 
persons in the April labor force. 
The figures are adjusted for sea- 
sonal changes.

Native Beans 


On Market 


If you’re looking for something 
different to do this summer, 
there’s a just-published listing of 
the some 140 agricultural and 
country fairs in Massachusetts 
this season, the Mass.

Many different types of fresh 
native beans are now flooding local 
markets and roadside stands, with 
green beans and wax(butter) beans 
taking preference. You can judge 
good fresh beans by their smooth 
skin, absence of dark spots, and 
firmness. The ends should snap 
easily. A limp bean is not fresh. 

Yellow summer squash and 
green Zucchini squash are 
appearing this week in reasonable 
quantities, 

The first apple of the year, a 
small green apple called Lodi is 
beginning to come from native 
orchards, It’s excellent for pies 
and applesauce, though you may 
have to add some extra sugar to 
overcome the tartness. 

The native blueberry season is 
also coming in. Many roadside 
and farm stands, especially in 
southeastern Massachusetts, are 
offering flavorful, juicy blue- 
berries at reasonable prices. 
Some growers let you pick your 
own. 

Native cabbage is coming into 
plentiful harvest, and lettuce of 
all varieties is available in quan- 
tity. Prices are economical, 
quality is excellent. Broccoli is 
appearing, but so far in light 
supply. 

The native corn crop is still a 
couple of weeks away. Most of 
it is already in tassels, and will 
be offered in small quantities 
shortly, but the bulk of the first 
harvest won’t appear until late 
July.

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Editorial Comment 


The Dump 


The sanitary landfill operation (which shall be referred to 
henceforth in this commentary as the dump) has been in 
excellent condition off and on this year. 

Its appearance has been exemplary. under difficult 
conditions. 

Department of public works officials have concentrated 
efforts at meeting state requirements, which basically re- 
quire the burving of refuse deposited in the dump on a 
daily basis. 

Their efforts are continuing, with drainage work planned 
to prevent seepage finding its wav into the Fish Brook or 
Haggetts Pond watershed area. 

A dump by its very nature can be unsightly and messy, 
but DPW workmen have been industrious in their efforts to 
keep the area neat and clean. 

Their attempts to maintain almost perfect conditions at 
the dump, however, have been hampered by the inability of 
the bulldozer to be available at all times. 

The machine, necessary for proper operation of a sanitary 
landfill, has broken down on occasions, and is again in the 
repair shop this week. 

Town meeting rejected purchase of a new bulldozer for 
the dump this year. 

Rejection followed an impassioned plea for economy and 
see if the machine would last out another year. 

This nay yet prove to be penny wise and pound foolish. 

The guarantee on the present ’dozer runs out this month. 
It has faced and met its heavy duty responsibilities through- 
out the guarantee period, but is obviously weakening rapidly. 

With a no-burning ban now in effect, there will be an in- 
creased burden placed on the dump to accommodate the 
disposal of refuse by the residents of the community. 

Minus efficient machinery to accomplish the task, the 
town could be in real trouble. 

The present dump site is rapidly reaching its optimum 
efficiency. 

A new site will be needed soon and is expected to be 
acted upon at the 1972 town meeting. , 

Meanwhile, if the town is to maintain the present dump 
and meet state requirements, the proper tools are necessary. 


The need for a new dozer should be of prime importance 
when the October town meeting convenes. 

It appears to be a must. Postponing the inevitable has al- 
ready proven costly in both money and time lost in main- 
taining the dump properly. 


Vandalism 


At the risk of being repetitious, we must comment again 
on the heavy amount of vandalism taking place in the 
community. 

During the past week, the rate of vandalism has increased 
to the point of jeopardizing safety. 

The local chapter of the American Red Cross has felt it 
necessary, after conferring with town officials, to remove 
safety stations maintained along points on the Shawsheen 
River. 

Police have been investigating the vandalism taking place 
in the Pomps pond area, including damage to boats used for 
patroling the water recreation area, as well as being on hand 
for emergency use. 

This type of activity must cease. 

One might suppose that the youthful exertion in destroy- 
ing the life preserver stations is based on the premise they 
are never used. 

But this type of thinking is sheer foolishness. There is 
always the possibility that emergency devices will be 
needed. They are placed almost in the hope of never being 
used. 

The same is true of the boats and properties at Pomps. 
The facilities there are for pleasure and for emergency pur- 
poses, the latter in the hope that such equipment will not, 
of necessity, be utilized. 

That youths have made such items an object of their 
vandalistic activities is appalling, since it not only en- 
dangers life, but also, in some cases, leads to needless 
expense. 

Certainly there is more to do in the summer here in An- 
dover, rather than resorting to destruction of property. 

Possibly efforts toward creativity, rather than destruc- 
tion, would better serve the town and the young people 
alike.

Planning 


A special committee will be named to study the need and 
means of providing an access road for the Lowell Junction 


Industrial Park. 


This was the decision of the selectmen this week. 
The time seems appropriate for such a study. 


The industrial area, opened by the Gillette Co., and 
broadened since by other industrial firms, offers tremendous 
potential for the town’s industrial base. 

Its location lends itself properly to further industrial and 


commercial expansion. 


Danger here, however, is the encroachment on residential 
properties in the area by traffic particularly. 

Access to Route 93 seems advisable, more today, than 
when the town’s industrial development committee sought 
such provisions during initial construction of the express- 


way ten years ago. 


As time goes on, the land for such access road may rapid- 
ly disappear. Costs will also rise. 

Traffic to and from the industrial area, now must pass 
through residential sections of Ballardvale and Lowell Junc- 
tion in some cases. The roads and general area are not really 
conducive to bearing such traffic. 

Road improvements over existing thoroughfares would 
not only be prohibitively costly, but damaging to the resi- 
dential aspects of abutting property. 

With solid industrial tenants located there and the pros- 
pects for continued development good, it would be safe to
